Sen. Cain Spearheads 


Marathon; Wherry 


Motions For Test 


WASHINGTON. J une 10 — 
(AP)—A weary 
senate 
agreed 
early today to a test v ote Monday 
on rent controls, after Senator 
Cain (R-Wash) had pushed the 
the chamber to a marathon ses­ 
sion with a filibuster lasting 12 
hours. 
The agreement which brought 
adjournment at 2:40 a. m. (3:40 
Salem time) was for a v ote at 11 
a. m. Monday on a motion by Re­ 
publican Leader Wherry of Ne­ 
braska to send the bill back to the 
banking committee — a mov e 
which, if successful, almost cer­ 
tainly would kill the measure. 
When the 
lawmakers 
finally 
closed up shop, they had been at 
work for 16 hours and 40 minutes 
—one of the longest sessions in re­ 
cent y ears. 
The decision to use Wherry ’s 
motion for the bill’s first test rep­ 
resented something of a setback 
for Democratic Leader Lucas of 
Illinois. He had kept the senate 
in continuous session in the hope 
of getting an agreement to v ote 
on the bill itself. 
Howev er, Democratic 
leaders 
said later they felt they 
had 
enough v otes to beat back the 
Wherry mov e in time to get 
a 
final v ote on passage of the bill 
Monday . 
The measure would continue 
federal rent 
controls 
for 
six 
months bey ond the present J une 
30 ex piration date. Local commu­ 
nities could get another half y ear 
of ceilings by asking for them. 
A similar bill is pending before 
the house, which had cancelled 
its original plans to v ote on the 
measure this week at the urging 
of Lucas. 
Opponents of the bill, led by 
Cain, had hoped to delay a senate 
v ote until the house acted, in the 
belief the measure would not far# 
so well on that side of the CapitoL 
With that presumably in mind. 
Cain started his delay ing tactics 
| on Wednesday . On Thursday , the 
senate took time 
out to 
whisk 
through some 200 minor bills, un­ 
der an agreement which let the 
Washington senator 
regain 
the 
floor y esterday . 
At 10:58 he launched his one- 
man filibuster. 
He continued, 
with only brief interruptions, un­ 
til shortly after 11 p. m. last night 
He thus broke his own long-dis­ 
tance talking record of six hours 
?nd 45 minutes, set in March, 1949, 
when he spoke against President 
Truman’s appointment of Mon C. 
Wallgren as chairman of the Na­ 
tional Security Resources Board. 
The appointment was later with­ 
drawn. 
But Cain fell considerably short 
I of the all-time filibuster mark of 
18 hours and 23 minutes, set by 
the late Senator Robert LaFol- 
lette, Sr. of Wisconsin in May , 
19 08. 
There was still more debate be­ 
fore the lawmakers finally agreed 
I warily to v ote Monday on Wher­ 
ry 's motion to recommit the bill. 
Cain sipped coffee, milk and 
chocolate as he pressed his one- 
man campaign to war out sup­ 
porters of the ex tension measure. 
Ex cept for a short discourse on 
golf, he stay ed close to the sub­ 
ject, 
pacing 
restlessly 
around 
Wherry ’s desk. 
He said the proposed legisla­ 
tion would deny the right of “ free 
and collectiv e bargaining” among 
citizens. He said it would con­ 
stitute an “ indefensible v iolation 
of property rights,” and would 
force “ inv oluntary serv itude on 
millions of small, thrifty , God­ 
fearing property owners.” 
Despite these signs that they 
were losing some support. Demo­ 
cratic leaders stuck to their pre­ 
diction that the senate will pass 
the bill. If so, the house probably 
will act early nex t week. 


British, U. S. Air 


Officials W ill Confer 
LONDON, June 10 — (AP) — 
Three top officials of Britain’s Air 
Ministry including an expert on 
atomic research, are flying to 
Washington Wednesday for secret 
talk s on coordinating air defense 
under the North Atlantic treaty. 
The Air Ministry said the three 
were Air Chief Marshal Sir Ralph 
Cochrane, vice chief of the Im­ 
perial Air Staff; Air Vice M ar­ 
shal C. B R. Pelly, assistant chief 
of the Air Staff, and Dr. Robert 
Cock burn, chief scientific advisor 
to the Air Ministry and former 
senior scientist at Britain’s H ar­ 
well atom station. 
Their 
first 
scheduled 
talk s 
there are with the British com­ 
bined services committee headed 
by Lord Tedder, retired chief of 
the Royal Air Force. Later they 
are expected to discuss general 
defense m atters with chiefs of the 
U.S. Air Force.

In its June crop report yes­ 
terday, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said production prospects 
equal the high average of the 
past 10 years—a period which 
covered 
bumper 
w artim e 
and 
postwar yields. 
Unless conditions turn bad, the 
harvest should be only about six 
per cent below last year’s near­ 
record output. 
The report gave specific esti­ 
mates for 
only 
a 
few crops. 
Larger volumes than last year 
were forecast for rye, oats ,and 
barley, but smaller than last year 
for wheat, and 
fruits, 
except 
! citrus.

WASHINGTON, 
June 
10 — 
(A P )—By dovetailing its military , 
planning with that of W estern, 
Eutope. the United States is mors 
lik ely to increase than to cut its i 
own defense spending for sev­ 
eral years. 
This is the view of U. S. de­ 
fense officials who are work ing 
to translate 
the 
concept of a 
western 
pool 
of 
defense re­ 
sources into fighting units equip- j 
ped with atomic age weapons. 
United States m ilitary spend­ 
ing may run higher, they say, 
j 
because (a) this country has the 
most to contribute to the Atlan­ 
tic Pact pool, and (b) it has addi­ 
tional 
m ilitary 
responsibilities 
in other parts of the world. 
Secretary of Defense Johnson 
has warned Congress against cut- 
tm c ‘ by one 
nick el" the $13,- 
000,000,000 m ilitary budget for 
the fiscal year starting July 1, 
saying 
that 
nothing 
in this 
country's European commitments 
justifies any cut in its own de­ 
fense program. 
He is k nown to feel that the 
m ilitary budget should continue 
at the current level for several 
years. 
O ther defense officials have 
hinted that this level may rise, 
possibly before Congress gets ihe 
President’s recommendations for 
the year starting July 1, 1951. 
Gen. 
Omar 
Bradley, 
chair­ 
man of the joint chiefs of staff, 
has 
said 
that 
the 
collective 
force concept might mean tha* 
the United States would spend 
relatively more on the air force 
and navy than on the army. 
Top m ilitary planners gener­ 
ally concede that it will tak e time 
—perhaps two or three years— 
for the 12 Atlantic Pact allies 
to put the accepter principle of 
to work out details of how’ best 
collective defense to work .

Vandenberg of 
Michigan, 
died 
early today. 
Mrs. Vandenberg, 
67 , had had 
spells of serious illness since she| 
underwent two m ajor operations 
in 1947. 
Despite this and 
her 
many duties as a senator’s wife, 
she continued active until re­ 
cently in a varied career of her 
own. 
She served for a time as nat­ 
ional chairm an of the University 
of Michigan Alumnae Association 
and led in a drive for a $1,000,000 
woman’s league building at 
the 
university. 
In World War II, she held a 
full-tim e job in the Red Cross, as 
director of camps and hospital 
services. She had served six years 
a? national 
vice 
president 
of 
Delta Gamma Sorority, wras ac­ 
tive in the Y. W. C. A. and was a 
member of the National Campfire 
Girls Board. 
But first of all, her friends said, 
¿he was a companion and 
good 
right arm to her husband, the Re­ 
publicans’ chief 
foreign 
policy 
spok esman in the senate. 
She accompanied him to many 
of the international conferences 
at which he played im portant 
roles after the war, flying w’itb 
him to Rio De 
Janeiro, 
Paris, 
London, San Francisco and other 
cities. 
‘ Pops needs me to look 
after 
h im ” she explained before one 
!of these trips. 
“He 
won’t stop 
work ing long enough to eat un­ 
less I mak e him.” 
Mrs. Vandenberg always took 
her typew riter along on 
these 
trips. A one-time Chicago news­ 
paperwoman, she helped her hus­ 
band with his speeches and oc­ 
casionally gave a hand to report­ 
ers covering them. 
Mrs. Vandenberg was the Sen­ 
ator’s second wife. 
They were 
’m arried June 14, 1918 , 
a 
few 
I years after the death of his first 
wife. At that time he was a news­ 
paper publisher in Grand Rapids, 
Mich. She 
wras an 
advertising 
| woman in Detroit. 
They had met years 
before 
when both were students at the 
I University of Michigan. 
At 
the time of her marriage, 
the oldest of the three Vanden­ 
berg children was only 
eight. 
They still call her “Mom.” 
A rthur, Jr., the eldest, now is 
with the 
Rock efeller 
Develop­ 
ment Corporation in Brazil. The 
two daughters, 
Mrs. 
Elizabeth 
Pfeiffer and Mrs. Barbara Bailey, 
live in Grand Rapids, Mich. 
Mrs. Vandenberg was born at 
Ft. Wayne, Ind., July 25, 18 8 2. 
Arrangements for her funeral 
have not been announced. 


Cleveland Outfit 


Named By Senate 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
10 — 
(A P)—A senate report today put 
the finger on 
the 
Continental 
Press Service of Cleveland as 
the major source of racing news 
used illegally by 
the 
nation’s 
book mak ers. 
The report said the communi­ 
cations companies, the press serv­ 
ices and the nation’s daily news­ 
papers also are sources of help 
for the bet-tak ers. 
But it 
emphasized 
that 
the 
gathering, transmission and pub­ 
lication of racing data was draft­ 
ed by the senate commerce com­ 
mittee in urging the senate to ap­ 
prove a bill which would place 
a ban on certain pre-race news 
moved across state lines from 
horse and dog track s. The report 
said: 
“The facts support the thesis 
that Continental 
today 
has 
a 
near monopoly in the transm is­ 
sion of racing news w’hich ulti­ 
mately reaches the book mak ers 
in the country.” 
In what it called the order of 
their importance to book ies, the 
committee rank ed the following: 
(1) Continental Press Service; 
(2) 
Western 
Union Telegraph 
Co.; 
(3) American 
Telephone 
and Telegraph Co.; (4) Triangle 
Publications (which publishes the 
Daily Racing Form and the Morn­ 
ing Telegraph in New York ; (5) 
Associated Press, 
United 
Press 
and International News Service; 
(6) Transradio Press. 
The committee report grew out 
of subcommittee hearings on leg­ 
islation designed to strik e at 
the book ies’ estimated $3.000.000,- 
000 to $5,000,000,000-a-year busi­ 
ness.

tones that the United States was 
¡scattering potato bugs from air­ 
planes to destroy the East G er­ 
man potato crop. American of­ 
ficials just shook their heads in 


j amazement.

Today it came out that East 
Germany has concluded a secret 
ideal for the purchase of 50,000 
tons of surplus American pota­ 
toes for $10,000. 
That’s 
a good 
'price: A penny a hundredweight. 
Housewives in New York pay be­ 
tween five and six cents a pound. 
This seemed 
to 
back up an 
American theory propounded a ft­ 
er the potato bug story started— 
that East Germany is facing a se­ 
vere crop shortage in what once 
was 
Germ any’s 
lushest 
farm 
country and is trying to cover up. 
The potato purchase appeared 
to be a delicate m atter with the 
East German trade m inistry in 
Berlin. They would not deny that 
the deal had been made, but there 
was no one around 
there who 
would say he 
k new 
anything 
about it. But A rthur Stroh, trade 
expert in the American high com­ 
missioner’s 
Berlin 
office, 
an­ 
nouncer that it had been made 
and that delivery already has 
begun..

Ch ild ren 's Day Programs 


Planned Here For T omorrow 


The second Sunday in June has 
been designated as Children's 
Day when most churches give 
recognition 
to t heir 
children 
through appropriate programs. 
Obsbervance of Children’s Day 
by the Protestant Churches be­ 
gan in the middle of the 18th cen­ 
tury. Earliest observance of which 
any record has been found was 
arranged b# the Rev. Dr. Charles 
H. Leonard, pastor of the Uni­ 
versal Church of The Redeemer, 
Chelsea, Mass. Records reveal 
that on the second Sunday in 
June, 1856, a special service was 
held for the children there when 
those not baptized were chris­ 
tened. Dr. Leonard called the 
day Rose 
Sunday, 
and 
later 
Flower Sunday. A few years later 
it came to be known as Children’s 
Day. 
The 
Methodist 
E p i s c o p a l 
Church was the first denomina­ 
tion to formally recognize the 
day, records show. Its adoption 
was recommended in 1865 and at 
the general conference in 1868 
it was voted that the second Sun­ 
day in June 
be 
observed 
in 
honor of the children. 
Like many American customs 
the observance of Children's Day 
comes from Europe. 
Children’s Day programs sched­ 
uled for tomorrow are as fol­ 
lows:

How Dumb Are The People? 
M 
r . TRUMAN’S ADDRESS to the Better 
Business Bureau is a handy index to the 
presidential state of mind on the relationship 
between government and economic enter­ 
prise. 
The President believes the enterprise sys­ 
tem must be stimulated systematically by the 
government in order to hold Communism at 
bay. 
. . “If we are to win the struggle be­ 
tween freedom and Communism, we must be 
sure that we never let. . . a depression hap­ 
pen again.’* 
He believes the present level of national in­ 
come is wholly the results of the New Deal 
“In 19 32, the private enterprise system 
was close to collapse. There was real dang­ 
er that the American people might turn to 
some other system. 
The private enterprise 
system was in danger because it was failing 
to meet the demands of our people. The only 
way to preserve the private enterprise system 
was to mak e it work . 
That is what we have been doing since 
19 32 , . . our whole economy has 
been 
strengthened by the program which 
the 
government has followed during the last 
1 1 
years.’* 
He believes there was no cooperation be­ 
tween business, labor and agriculture before 
the New Deal and that before its advent busi­ 
ness was universally arrogant and unenlight­ 
ened . . . “the belief in the divine right of busi­ 
ness was completely discredited by the great 
depression, and it has never come back . Today, 
people k now that no single group has 
the 
right to rule the whole community.* 
He believes that all dissent to the proposi­ 
tion that the United States was a back ward 
and underprivileged nation before the New 
Deal is propaganda "all this has been accom­ 
plished in the face of the greatest and most 
persistent campaign of propaganda that this 
country has ever k nown. It has tried to frigh­ 
ten the people away from using the powers of 
government for their own good . . . but it has 
failed . . . the plain fact, evident to every 
citizens, is that the policies we have been fol­ 
lowing have led not to disaster, but to pro­ 
gress and prosperity.’* 
Americans who doubt that Mr. Truman and 
his advisers are the ultimate authorities on 
economics or anything else—who doubt that 
ultimate wisdom ever has been bestowed on 
any one politician or clique of politicians— 
often wonder why the chief executive of their 
country think s in 
certain 
directions. 
His 
speech before the Better Business Bureau 
provides the answer. 
Any man who could review' the economic 
events of the last 17 years without mention­ 
ing history’s greatest 
war 
and America’s 
greatest inflation as the fundamental causes 
of an artificial prosperity created by borrowed 
money is motivated by a great passion for 
deliberate misrepresentation in the cynical 
belief that his fellow citizens will be too 
dumb to k now what has happened. That is 
the presidential state of mind on the relation­ 
ship between government and enterprise—or 
rather, between the majority party in the 
United States and the American people. 


Why Not Call The Experts? 
VTEXT AUGUST there is going to be a na- 
tional conference m Washington on the 
problem of growing old. The Federal Secur­ 
ity administrator, Oscar R. Ewing, is back of 
this rally on an important matter. 
Mr. Ew- 
ing, of course, is interested in the political 
angles of old age. 
It might be assumed from the subject mat­ 
ter of the conference that the 
1 ,2 0 0 persons 
invited to attend would be oldsters them­ 
selves—experts. 
That is not the idea, how- 
ever. At least it isn’t Mr. Ewing’s idea. 
The conferees will be one of those criss­ 
cross hodge-podges of minority representa­ 
tives so dear to the hearts of government ad­ 
ministrators. 
You k now the formula: 
Tak e 
one leader of industry, one leader of labor, 
one religious leader, one housewife, one pro­ 
fessional person chosen because some one 
thought of his name, mix well, confront with 
a problem and you have a half-bak ed solu­ 
tion. 
There will be plenty of time for all bona 
fide oldsters to think about the forthcoming 
conference before next August. 
Perhaps a 
few* thousand or a few million of them may 
drop Security Administrator Ewing a line be­ 
fore then to remind him that the toughest 
problem of the aged isn’t security, though 
that’s tough enough. It is the problem of how 
to k eep from being put on the shelf. It doesn’t 
help much to be told that the shelf w ill be 
a 
nice, secure place to stay w’hile waiting for 
time to run o u t

Germans could ha ve been dea lt. 
Any more Soviet ta lk a bout the 
unification of Germany under the 
new conditions will ha ve a very 
hollow ring to Germa n ea rs.

the le­ 
gality of the land transfer. 
The 
American position since the Pots­ 
dam agreement of 19 45 has been 
that the Poles should administer 
the territory temporarily, that 
they should acquire some 
of it 
eventually, but that the perma­ 
nent boundary between Poland 
and Germany should not be set­ 
tled until a peace treaty has been 
negotiated. 
Thus the appeal to the nation­ 
alistic instincts of a nation threat­ 
ened by 
communism 
becomes 
again one of the strongest argu­ 
ments on the side of the western 
democracies 
in 
their 
f i ght 
against Communist imperialism. 
The mystery a bout the new 
land deal is why Russia chose to 
antagonize the Germa ns a t this 
time by settling the issue, 
which 
she has used 
to her 
a dva nta ge 
ever since the war by playing off 


the Poles a ga inst the Ea st Ger­ 
ma ns. 


THE REGION ha s been in Ger­ 
ma n ha nds for centuries, a lthough 
the Poles held some of it in the 
Middle Ages. 
The Poles were 
given a dministra tion of the a rea 
a fter the wa r, when Russia took 
a slice of territory from ea stern 
Pola nd. 
About 5,000,000 Poles were re­ 
moved from tha t territory a nd re­ 
settled in the new Germa n sec­ 
tion, ca lled by the Poles “ the re­ 
covered la nds.” Since then a lmost 
9 ,000,000 Germa ns ha ve been ex­ 
pelled from their homes ea st of 
the Oder a nd Neisse a nd ha ve 
been thrown on the cha rity of oc­ 
cupied Germa ny. 
One good guess a s to Russia ’s 
motives is tha t she ha s concluded 
she will never win the a llegia nce 
of the Germa ns a nd tha t now is 
the time to solidify her position 
in Pola nd-. 
Poland, strategically situated a s 
a buffer between Russia and the 
West, is being built up as an in­ 
dustrial nation and as the chief 
producer of steel in eastern Eu­ 
rope. 
Russia is sending her 
own 
scarce industrial equipment 
to 
build up industries 
in 
Poland. 
The index of industrial production 
in Poland rose from 100 in 19 38 
to 180 in 19 40. Between 19 38 Po­ 
land made greater gains in 
the 
process of industrialization than 
any other country in Eastern Eu­ 
rope. 
The possession of the so-called 
“recovered 
lands,’ 
which 
are 
largely industrialized, contributed 
to this progress. 
Poland thus is becoming ex­ 
tremely valuable to 
the Soviet 
union. 
This fact, and the new 
boundary development, throws an 
interesting light on a statement 
ma de April 17 by a high source 
at the Vatican in Rome. 
He predicted that 
Russia 
is 
planning eventually to "unify” 
Poland with the 
Soviet 
union, 
giving Poland the status of a Sov­ 
iet republic. 


Job Tips For Grads 


gVERYBODY 
tells 
me it’s 
tough to get 
a job 
these 
days,” says the worried grad­ 
uate of 19 50. “But the fact is,, I 
have to get a job. So what do I 
do now?” 
To help this year’s 
1,100,000 
college and high school graduates 
find their first jobs, the 
U. S. 
Labor Department is conducting 
a broad program of information 
about job opportunities in every 
industry, business and profession. 
The 
department’s 
Bureau of 
Labor Statistics has a handbook 
gauging job prospects in some 
300 
fields. 
Researchers 
try to 
k eep it up to date. A supple­ 
ment on the outlook for business 
school graduates was put out re­ 
cently at request of the Veterans 
Administration. 
The bureau sends its survey re­ 
sults to college newspapers for 
publication. The handbook itself 
is given to VA job counsellors, 
U. S. Employment Service field 
offices, and public libraries. 
Even equipped with the most 
valuable information, the young 
job-seek er 
often 
finds getting 
his first job a tremendous hurdle. 
Mildred M. Hick man, placement 
director for 
Cleveland’s public 
schools, spends a lot of her time 
giving beginners a vitally-need­ 
ed lift. 
“What the beginner must do in 
his first job,” she says, “is to es­ 
tablish a good reputation, a good 
reference for future use. The best 
way is by tak ing part-time jobs 
while he’s still going to school. 
He learns the basic things—to 
get to work on time, to face peo­ 
ple, to follow orders.” 
More and more employers are 
demanding experience as a quali­ 
fication, and part-time work dur­ 
ing school years is about the 
only way a young graduate can 
get it. 
Employment officials declare 
that most who fail to find jobs 
simply aren’t persistent enough. 
The state employment service 
offices offer job-seek ers many 
worth-while services. All young 
graduates are urged to register 
with them. 
It’s not easy to get just what 
you’re look ing for, but here are 
some hints that may help: 


1. Be methodical. Mak e a list 
of all employers 
in your field, 
and go down the list,, applying 
at each one. 
2. Be persistent. Don’t give up 
after a few interviews. Keep on 
if it tak es 100 calls. Your job is 
finding a job. It’s hard work . 
3. Sell yourself. It’s common 


sense to be neat and clean at all 
interviews. But that’s not enough. 
You must have 
a 
sales 
talk 
ready, answering the interview­ 
er’s 
unask ed 
question, 
“Why 
should I hire this person?” 
He 
won’t ask , but you must tell him 
anyway. 
4. Be modest. Although you 
have to sell yourself, don’t over­ 
sell. The employer wants some­ 
one who’ll fit in with the other 
work ers. If he think s you’re too 
cock y, he won’t want you. 
5. Set your sights low. You 
must be ready to swallow your 
oride and start at the bottom 
these 
days. 
Don’t 
expect too 
much, or ask too much. Once you 
get the job, you can demonstrate 
your worth and advance accord­ 
ingly. 
6 . Know your prospective em­ 
ployer. It’s smart to learn all you 
can about every place you apply. 
You’ll attract the attention of 
the man who interviews hundreds 
of applicants if you k now what 
the company mak es, some facts 
about how it’s done—enough to 
demonstrate that your awak e., 
7. Prepare a resume. Have a 
neat (typed, if possible) resume 
of 
your 
back ground. 
-Mak e 
enough copies so you can leave 
one at each call. Include all perti­ 
nent data, but don’t write a book . 
One page should be enough. 


8—When you’re answering a 
newspaper ad, it’s a good idea to 
include a copy of the resume and 
picture of 
yourself. 
Naturally, 
they’ll want to k now what you 
look lik e.

Two States Hunt B o y . 


As Contagion Carrier 


TOLEDO, O., June 10— (UP)— 
Ohio and Michigan state police 
joined in a hunt for a sick gypsy 
boy today, described as “ more 
dangerous than any criminal.” 
The boy, 
8-year-old Stanley 
Mitchell, was brought to River­ 
side Hospital yesterday, suffering 
with what doctors diagnosed as a 
form of meningitis. Dr. Claypool 
of the hospital staff told the par­ 
ents, who gave their names as Mr. 
and Mrs. Mitchell of Battle Creek, 
Mich., that the boy would need 
a spinal puncture. They grabbed 
the child and fled. 
Dr. Walter H. Hartung, Toledo 
health commissioner, said it is im­ 
perative the boy be found. 
‘‘If he has cerebral meningitis, 
he may infect other children or 
even adults,” he said. He added 
charges might be brought against 
the parents if the boy dies with­ 
out medical care.
